New York, Jan. 10.—Terry McGov- 


erc wrested the featherweight cham- 
pionship of the world 
from 
George 


Dixon, who had defended it for nearly 
nine years. 


To save Dixon from 
a knockout, 


Toxn O'Roarke, his manager, threw up 
the sponge in the eighth rbuml, when 
the negro was staggering helplessly, 
bleeding and weak, but as game as tne 
dying gladiator. The fight took p'aco 
before a crowd that packed the Broad- 
way Athletic club, and the victory de- 
cided the ownership of a $10,000 purse. 
"When Dixon and McGovern stepped 
onto the scale to make the necessary 
11S pounds Dizoii seemed to be in the 
better condition. 


Dixon from the first tap of the gong 


was on the aggressive, using a 
left 


string invariably as his lead, which 
McGovern cleverly stepped inside of, 
and Terry ser.t both hands in rapid or- 
der to Dixon's lower works. McGov- 
ern's attack on the body -was a surprise 
to Dixon. as no boxer who ever faced 
the negro was able to land on 
the 


wind, ribs and kidneys as did 
Mc- 


Govern. Dixon jarred McGovern half 
a dozen times during the battle with 
hard cracks on the head or jaw. 


The seventh round was a disastrous 


one for Dixon. Terry almost broke 
Dixoa's nose ia (his round after lie tintl 
sent a right Isand smash --which iandej 
over George's heart, and Dixon stag- 
gered to his corner with the ' blood 
spouting from his nasal organ. Dixon 
came up as game as ever a man did 
in the eight round, which proved to 
be the last.

It is uot often that the injurious ef- 


fects of the "old standard are rr,cro 
tersely described than they are in a re- 
cent dispatch from Bombay, says the 
Atlanta Constitution. In that dispatch 
it is stated that "the Indian congress 
has declared its dissatisfaction with 
the currency measures of the govern- 
ment, alleging that these have the ef- 
fect of depreciating the value of the 
savings of the masses, virtually en- 
hancing rents and debts and injurious- 
ly affecting manufactures."

Tlie Best Gruln For Secfl. 


A writer in the Michigan Farmer 


urges an objection to the plan of se- 
lecting the heaviest and plumpest 
grain of seed that is new to us. and yet 
it is a reasonable one. says the Boston 
Cultivator. 
He says that often the 


very plumpest grains of wheat are 
found upon the very smallest heads 
and shortest straw, and he thinks tlie 
selection of such seed would have a 
tendency to run out the wheat into 
short straw aud short heads. In fact 
he thinks it has done so many times in 
the hanas of those vcho have been most 
careful to obtain large seed for sow- 
ing. In regard to RfleeUng the heads 
and saving^ them for seed, he says it 
takes a great many heads to obtain 
even one quart of grain, and to save 
enough to sow- a large- area would be a 
long task. He suggests that a better 
method would be to save- a part of the 
field whore the grain stands best, with 
the most uniform heads and strongest 
straw, ant' reserve that expressly for 
seed. This would be some extra trou- 
ble, but. he thinks it would pay. While 
we have advocated ?,tving the large 
grain, we are not so, Jlxed in our opin- 
ion as to have any prejudice against 
ills plan.

flAGNETISM OF THE EARTH. 


tta Cause Discovered by Proi'easo* 


H. A. Rowland, tbe 1'Uj-nlelxt. 


Dr. Henry A. Itowland, professor of 


physics at the Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, ia flaltimoro, has tnade a discov- 
ery of great importance to tiie scien- 
tific world. It is In the nature of an 
explanation of tlie cause of the mag- 
netism "of the earth. 


It was nearly a, year ago that Dr. 


Rowland commenced his experiments. 
He was attracted to' the subject, lie 
says, by the lack of explanation or the- 
ory for the earth's magnetism. 
The 


experiments have been continued by 
Dr. Rowland and his assistants, and 
their efforts have recently been pro- 
ductive of satisfactory results, which 
will soon be reported fully for tbe ben- 
efit of science. 


The apparatus used by Dr. Rowland 


is a simple metal wheel revolved upon 
a shaft by means of AD electric motor. 
The wheel is wound with several tuiies 
of fine wire, and In this magnetism is 
developed when the wheel is revolved, 
says the New York Times. Ahout the 
wheel Is a casing or sheath of brass at 
a distance of about half an inch from 
its circumference,-but leaving an air 
or ether space between, which may lie 
said to represent the layer of atmos- 
phere about the earth. 


With this simple apparatus Dr. Row- 


land Is now working to show that the 
faster the revolution of tbe -wheel the 
more magnetism will be developed. Ho 
has shown already that magnetism is 
produced iu this revolving body, and. 
although upon such an infinitesimal 
scale in the laboratory experiments, 
Dr. Rowland says be is convinced that 
the principle holds good for the earth 
and other heavenly bodies, as they re- 
volve through space.. Of course, tho j 
immense weight and great speed of | 
these bodies add to tbe amount of 
magnetism which they product*. 


It will t.-ik." aa almost endless series 


of delicate experiments to bring out 
the various phases of the relation of dK. 
the magnetism to the speed of the mov- 
ing body. For Instance, tut' -wheel is 
revolved at a certain speed -with the 
outer sheath, and again without the 
sheath, to show if :iny difference ex- 
ists, then these experiments must be 
made at another speed, and so on. 


Dr. Rowland, however, is so bijrhly 


pleased with the result so far attained 
that be will continue the work for some 
time to come.

•wide interior and a narrow frontage, 
between six and seven feet high, pierc- 
ed with triple tiers of loopbe'es and 
surrounded by a diteb. 


"1 was permitted to assist in dressing 


the wounds, a majority of which ap- 
penred to have been caused by explo- 
sive bnllets, the point of entry being 
small, but the area of injury covering 
a wide region. 
While the. wounded 


were being attended numbers of the 
Boers left their tatrenehments and 
gathered round. At the conclusion Of 
the dressing: I spoke to severs! tattered 
and dirty but physically fine men. 


"Many of them were tindersi/.ed and

Ag-.-isaiz museum at Harvard, in C;u«- 
bridse, Mass.. has just sent a letter 
from the island of Tahiti, iu tbe Pacif- 
ic ocean, to the United States fish 
commissioner. Professor Agassiz left 
San Francisco In the Albatross, a ves- 
sel loaned him by the government, to 
study the bottom of the Pacific ocean. 
He made T2 soundings in a hitherto 
unknown basin at tbe bottom of tho 
ocean. 
A large number of specimens 


were secured by dredging from tbe 
bottom of the ocean, but the geneirJ 
conclusion from tlieir study is that 
there Is hut little life In tlie deeper 
part of tbe sea far away from land.

An Action Which Brings a Good Paying 


Field Into Litigation Filed 


This Afternoon. 


A suit of considerable importance 


was filed at the clerk's office this after- 
noon by H. O. Bentley and C4oeke & 
Hoskins, which involves an interest in 
one of the most valuable oil leases in 
Mercer county. 
The parties to tbe 


suit are John B. Winkleman vs. J. J. 
Dunn and tho Buckeye Pipe Line. 


The allegations are that Dunn, who 


is a resident at St. Marys, entered into 
an agreement on January 8th, 1895, 
with Samuel and Elizabeth Flowers, 
whereby he secured a lease of 40 acres 
of land in Center township, Mercer 
county, getting the exclusive right for 
drilling and operating the land for oil 
and gas purposes. 


The plaintiff in the case purchased 


a ;', interest in the lease on March 2:.5d. 
1895, but that on March 9th, 1890, the 
defendant, without plaintiff's consent, 
cancelled the lease to the original 
owners, and on the following day pro- 
cured a new lease on the premises 
upon practically the same conditions. 
The plaintiff says he had not trans- 
ferred his interest in the former lease, 
nor consented to its cancellation, but 
he has been withheld from enjoying 
the profits of several cjood paying 
wells since drilled on the premises. 


The Buckeye Pipe Line is made a 


defendant for the reason that it has 
purchased the oil taken from the wells 
and the plaintiff asks that there be an 
accounting against the defendants, 
and that they be enjoined from inter- 
fering with the plaintiff's interests.

Monks and lamas come forth and go 
through a series of ceremonies, tbe 
magic effect of which keeps tha fiends 
away. 
But a more formidable devil, 


witt great horns and possessed of su- 
perior powers, makes his appearance 
and takes the field. Whereupon a saint 
or an incarnation, of Buddha himself 
comes to the rescue, sprays flour on 
the enemy, makes mystic signs 
and. 


utters incantations. 
The skeleton- 


ghosts and the big fiend grovel before 
him and implore rac-rcy. 
He gracious- 


ly yields to their supplications and al- 
lows them to partake of a sacramental 
meal. While they kneel before him 
he gives to each one of them a. little 
flour to eat and a drink out of a vessel 
o* holy water.

While the unholy war of conquest 


continues in the Philippines and the 
administration scandals continue in 
tbe United States, the gravest appre- 
hension is suffered in the hearts of 
many relatives and friends of the 
brave boys who, in the far away 
islands of the Philippine archipelago 
are being daily sacrificed in. McKia- 
ley's political juggling of American 
arms. 


Limi has about half a hundred sons 


in the United States army, most of 
them being in the cavalry aad infantry 
service en Luzon Island, and no i[tid- 
ings have been received frara][many of 
them for more than two months.- Tbe 
Lima boys have been in ^the Philip- 
pines for nearly seven months and un- 
til the last-two, months, the parents 
and friends received letters from most

Indianapolis and New- 
castle, Michigan City and Ft. "Wayne, 
Ind. The present system was built on 
the Lake Erie & "Western road, which 
in 1880 had a mileage of 5SI miles 
and was a consolidation oi several 
roads. The present road was organ- 
ized in February, 1887, to take over 
the Lake Erie & Western Railway, 
which was sold under forclosure in 


ISOD. 


The company has under lease until 


1894 the Korthern Ohio railway, which 
runs from Delphos to Akron, Ohio. 
Tne tracks of the Erie & Western are 
at places used by the "Big Four," the 
Plttsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis and the Louisville, 2fe\v Albany j 
& Corydon roads, and it uses the tracks j 
aud union depot of the Indianapolis 
Union railway, and has similar rela- 
tions with the Peoria & Pekin, the 
Lake Shore, the Michigan Central and 
the Pittsburg & St Louis roads. • The 
capitalization of the Erie & Western 
is $23,680,000 in common and preferred 
stock, equally divided, and it has a 
funded debt of $10,875,000. 


The road was not a dividend payer 


on its common stock. Its last quar- 
terly dividend of 1J per cent, of its 
preferred stock was declared Novem- 
ber 1,189S. During 1S99 the com-

eases or will lease, the Boston & Al- 
bany, Kew York & Putnam, West 
Shore, JSew York & Harlem, Rome, 
Watertown & Ogdenbnrg, Mohawk & 
Malone, Fall Brook, Beech Creek & 
Dunkirk, and has relations that sug- 
gest important developments with the 
\mnsylvania, which now practically 
controls the Baltimore & Ohio, to say 
nothing of the Big Four and Cbes- 
peak & Ohio lines. 


In the list of roads controlled or 


owned or leased by the Central are a 
great many branch roads. The mi- 
leage of the Central systerr* last June 
was (i,724i miles. Adding the mileage 
of the Boston & Albany £89 miles, 
and that of the Erie & Western 725 
railes, the Central's mileage, whea the 
Massachusetts legislature ratifies the 
Boston & Albany deal, will be about 7,- 
860 miles. The Big Four and Chespeake 
& Ohio add -3,198 miles of track.
